Sno wfall Since No v 6 Ninety-Seven 
and 0ne-Q,uarter Inches. 


The Elgin News says: 
Figures fo r 
the sno w fall during the present year 
are asto nishing even to th e o ld resi­ 
dent who has lived in Elgin fo r a half 
century and who 
lias 
ex perienced 
many hard w inters 
The reco rd fo r 
belo w zero w eather is also so m ething 
o f an eye o pener. 
Since No v. ft th e date o r th e first 
sno w, a to tal o f 9 7* inches has fallen. 
Piled in o ne huge drift o ver th e to wn 
if wo uld reach nearly to seco nd sto ry 
windo ws. 
It wo uld be several feet 
abo ve the heads o f citizens and wo uld 
be nearly half as high as th e tro lley 
wires. 
Feb. 10 the heaviest fail was regist­ 
ered. 
Sno w during this sto rm piled 
up to th e height o f eight Inches. 
A t 
fo ur o ther times, o n Dec. 28 -29 and 
Feb. 17-ls, th ere was a fail o f six 
Inches. T h e to ta l this year, acco rding 
tp th e schedules o f D. R Jencks who 
makes measures each day, has been 
eight feet o ne and o ne-half inches. 
Eight years ago six feet o f sno w fell 
during th e w inter, but never, since he 
began keeping his reco rds, in 18 63, has 
the to t al fail fo r th e year been heavier 
than during 1903*4. 
Dec. 10 the therm o m eter first reach­ 
ed the zero po int and it Kept failing 
steadily until it bad reached 
15 de­ 
grees belo w. T h is acco rding to figures 
co mpiled by Mr. Jencks. is the co ldest 
tem perature o f th e present seaso n. 
.Six o t her days in December, ten days 
in January and eight days in F ebruary 
the mercury has fallen belo w th e zero 
po int. 
Fo ur big blizzards have added to th e 
lustre o f t his year.s reco rd, 
Tw o o f 
these o ccurred during January and 
two mo re during 
February. 
T h e 
sno wfall a t these times was nearly 
fo ur feet. 
Mr. Jencks keeps tabulted sch ed ­ 
ules o f th e tem perature and sno wfall. 
T hree tim es daily, at 7, 12 and ft 
o ’clo ck he makes his markings o r the 
mercury. 
Fo r th e past eighteen years 
he has kept the therm o m eter in o ne 
place a t ids ho me o n Dundee avenue. 
He states, in co m m enting upo n his 
figures and tho se taken at th e high 
scho o l, th a t repo rts have varied o nly 
a few tim es this winter. 
T h e high 
scho o l has repo rted a lo w tem perature 
o f 18 degrees h ut Mr, Jencks’ lo west 
mark was Id degrees.
